The first effect of **A Venetian June"
is to arouse in the readsr an earnest de-
sire to sojourn for a time in the dream-
like city of the gondola. At the end
the book is closed with a feeling of won-
derful familiarity with Venetian life and
scenes. This the author brings about,
not by means of discription, which she
does not attempt, but by taking the
reader along with her, making him see
the things she has seen, and feel the
things she has felt. Next best to going
to Venice, is to read *A Venetian
June,” to see San Marco, The Doges
Palace and the Campanile, through
Miss Fuller's eyes, and to witness the
Festa on the Garde Canal with her.

“A Literary Courtship’ begins with a
discussion in a New York young men’s
club, of the proposition that a piece of
fiction is more sure of success if pub-
lished over a man’s name than over that
of a woman. One young man, to prove
the negative, writes a sto v and signs
himself Lillian Leslie Lamb, whick/
name he choose for its euphony. The
story soon moves to Colorado Springs,

and a very entertzining love story de- |

velopes.

Both books abound in bright conver-
sations, and both are illustrated by ex-|
quisite little photo-engravings: those of
Colorado Springs being so familiar to
us that we at once recognize them as|
the well-known by-ways of the tourist.
